1 . Claims 1,3,4,6 and 7 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed 
invention discloses a multilayer double sided wiring board structure comprising a first 
conductive layer on an upper surface of an insulating layer and a second conductive 
layer on the lower surface of the insulating layer which cover the an inside wall of an 
opening in the insulating layer and a portion of the first conductive layer which is 
exposed in the opening, in combination with an interface layer interposed between the 
insulating layer and at least a portion of one or both the first and second conductive 
layers including the portion of the second conductive layer covering an inside wall of the 
opening, and wherein the interface layer contains a material different from the material 
of the first and second conductive layer and the second conductive layer directly contact 
the first conductive layer in the portion of the opening adjacent the upper surface of the 
insulating layer without the interface layer being interposed there between. This 
structure is not disclosed by the prior art of record.
